The bill was 
framed at th* war department and ha* 
the approval of the secretary ai war. It 
is mg tho bill framed by General Miles. 
a* tills measure has not the high rank 
proposed by the Mile* hill and some of 
the appointment* are open to officer* of 
the volunteers, tar from civil life. 
It 
provides for a lieutenant general and 
What i* considered a sufficient increase 
of major* and brigadier generals to com- 
itiHud an army of 100,000 men watt. red 
from Porto Bm* to Manila. The artill­ 
ery ann is reorganised separating them 
into coast aud field artillery but promo­ 
tion to be bv seniority of the whole arm. 
A decrease of tile enlisted men is made 
so tliat the army can be* increased by re­ 
cruit, in case of war, to full strength. 
The cavalry is increased two regiments, 
J bo infantry five. Tho<enlisted strength 
»rf an infantry company is not fq fx«*<wl 
I lo so that, ii} case of war, new reg*.- 
plants would have to he formed proha* 
hly all of which would be volunteer, but 
the regular army would make a substan­ 
tial first line. The bill provides for the 
three battalion formation.

San Juan de Porte Rico, Dec. 8.— 
General Guy V. Henry, the new gov­ 
ernor of the military deportment of 
Porto Rico, is beginning «mergetically. 
He intend# to hold elections of mayors 
and councilmen in every town and, if 
necessary to secure fairness, the elec­ 
tions will be under military supervision. 
He will appoint a commission to com­ 
pel the local courts to bring to trial and 
punish persons now in detention on 
charges ai incendiarism and assault. 
This measure will be actively pushed. 
J 
Another proposal of General Henry is 
to send his representatives to the vari­ 
ous mayors to gain their co-operation in 
his plan far installing several American 
policemen in every town. 
Captain Lumly of the Seventh artil-! 
lery lias been detailed to visit the schools, I 
with a view of installing American 
teachers. 
General Henry holds the resignations 
of the members of the insular cabinet to 
act upon as he sees fit. His policy will 
be to generalize responsibility among the 
subordinate# and to break up the cen­ 
tralization of power in the cabinet. 
The 18 army posts have been grouped 
under three main heads aud eventually 
the same course will be pursued with 
regard to the mayors of the insignificant 
towns, thus eliminating unnecessary 
civil expenditure mid fixing the re­ 
sponsibility of these minor officials to 
the mayor of the nearest important 
place. 
Orders have been issued demanding a 
thorough patrol of the country aud di­ 
recting the patrol officer# to work in con­ 
junction with the mayors to bring of­ 
fenders to trial. Soldiers are no longer 
to be allowed to obtain exchange at the 
customhouse at *200 per cent aud meas­ 
ures ore to be taken to k»*ep the boister­ 
ous men under proper control. 
J Porto Ricans here are favorably im- 
pr< Ni*ed by General Henry’s activity in 
se directions.
